are afflicted, becauſe God will a trie 


his deereſt childꝛen; and by many tri⸗ 
bulations we muſt enter into eternall 
Joy: Me may not loke to goe to hea⸗ 
uen on a fether · bedde, but if wee ſee a 
notoꝛious badde man afflicted, then we 
may lay, ſuch a man is puniſhed foꝛ his 
finnes. 

Lafly, J note that God doeth here
